Since 
only first and second class offices 
can register aliens, Cucamonga 
office will not be called upon to 
undertake the specal work, Conse- 
quently it is expected that a large 
number of Mexicans from Cuca- 
monga will register here.

At Upiand the extra work will 
be handled principally by Mr. Ray 
and Mr, Bice.

Although it is impossible to es- 
timate the number of aliens whu 
might be registered locally, Mr. 
Brady today made a rough esti- 
mate that probably 800 persons 
would report, 

Aliens must fill out four blanks. 
Form number one can be filled out 
at home, if the alien wishes to ub- 
tain it in advance. 

Aliens 14 years 
above must be registered and 
fingerprinted. Alieng below thai, 
age may be registered by parents 
or guardians, but need not be 
fingerprinted.

If the temporary injunction, re- 
straining shippers from prorating 
shipments is granted, the balance 
of the Valencia shipments will be 
drastically affected, it is estimat- 
ed. 

So far, 65 per cent of the Valen- 
cia shipments to be sent through 
the O-K Fruit Exchange have 
gone forward, according to H. B. 
Harlow, manager. The price situ- 
ation on Valencias is “not quite 
as firm as it has been,’ says Mr. 
Harlow. Shipments of Valencias 
have been heavy,-and California 
growers are giving the market all 
the fruit it will take; it is reported.

So swiftly have world events moved recently that the 
American-Canadian defense pact seems quite natural and 
almost common-place—whereas only two or three years ago 
the mere hint of a military understanding with any nation 


would have startled America. 
California is farthest removed of all American states from 


the scenes of carnage over the English Channel. Yet, despite 
that distance, there is serious talk of the possible effect of 
the Battle of Britain on California’s safety. Should Britain 


fall, America might be obliged to shift her fleet strength 
from the Pacific to the Atlantic. Already planned, against 
such an event, is a heavy concentration of air might on this 
coast—a great network of air bases for bombers and fight- 
ers, as a substitute for the battle fleet that has been Cali- 
fornia’s first line of defense. But then, what of Alaska, 
where a Pacific area enemy might penetrate and establish 
bases for attacks down the Pacific Coast? Prominent in 
preliminary plans for Canadian-American cooperation is con- 
struction by America of a $25,000,000 military highway 
across Canadian territory, to Jink northwest America with 
Alaska and so ensure transport facilities for adequate de- 
fense of that strategic continental outpost. 

The passive cooperation between the U. S. A. and Can- 
ada, attested by a continent-wide border without a single 
fortification, is-giving way of necessity to an active coopera- 
tion in mutual defense provisions. The situation has come 
swiftly, but it is unmistakably defined: In a world where 
the long-distance bomber is improved with each model, and 
oceans shrink accordingly as pretective barriers, the Cali- 
fornian and the Canadian have stakes virtually identical.

Traffic Questions 


Q—Is it true that the “license 
fee” paid in addition to the regis- 
tration fee when registering a 
motor vehicle goes into the gtate 
school fund?
